There is no prospect of any more anti-“ Mormon” legislation being il 
during the present session of Congress, and the crusaders manifest mane dis- 
appointment in consequence. 

The latest Utah papers contain accounts of the nomination of persons to 
fill county offices in the several counties, who were to * been voted for on 
the second Monday in August. 

_ John Howe, aged thirty-three years, committed suicide in Provo City, Utah 
County, on the 27th ult., by taking morphine. The cause for the act is not 
given, but it is presumed he was led to it because of family difficulties. | 

A young man named Ambrose Greenwell, Jun., recently convicted of perjury - 
in a scandal case in which Judge Powers figured conspicuously, has been sen- 
tenced in the District Court at Ogden, to five years’ imprisonment and 
to pay the cost of the prosecution. 3

from the Utah Penitentiary, having completed the term of their sentences 
imposed for the crime of refusing to abandon their wives:

His house was searched and several members of his family were subpœned to 
attend the grand jury. The train for Ogden, whither President Card was 


being conveyed, left Logan at 2 p. m. Just as it was pulling out of that city, 
and before it had attained any great speed, he jumped off, and finding a ante 
in the vicinity he mounted it and succeeded in making good his escape. 
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During July a great many members of the Grand Army of the Republic— 
an organization that grew out of the late civil war between the North and the 
South—have visited Salt Lake City on their way from the Eastern States to 
California, where the general annual gathering takes place. While a large 
body of these persons were in Salt Lake, the “ring” leaders in the anti- 
“ Mormon” crusades held a meeting at which speeches were made by several 
persons. District Attorney Dickson made a lengthy harangue, filled with 
bitterness and falsehoods. His plain and expressed purpose was to win the 
sympathy of the strangers to the plan of robbing the “ eal of the few 
civil rights now held by them. 


The 24th of July, Pioneer Day, was par ka in Salt Lake City is in a very 
general and unusual manner. The large Tabernacle, in which the services 
were held, presented a marked contrast to what it had done on previous 
occasions and under similar circumstances. The several stands were heavily 
draped i in mourning in appreciation of the enforced absence of those who 
were, in less trying times, accustomed to occupy them, and in their stead 
were the following mottoes: 

»The First Presidency: In exile for Conscience’ sake.” 

“Of the Twelve Apostles and Counselors: Those not here are in jeopardy, 
in prison, and i in foreign lands, because they prefer to obey God rather than 
man.“ 

“The Presidency of the Stake: ‘Having tasted of the vengeance of kei 
enemies, and felt their cruel disregard of law, their labors and visits are like 
the Angels’, seen only by those who have faith. 2 

Of the Presiding Bishopric: Those who are absent choose to be wander- 
ers in their own land i in preference to being victims to those who have selected 
them for ruin.” 

Over the organ was the motto: “In God we put our trust, and in the front 
of that immense instrument was a large banner, on which was painted a figure, 
with hand uplifted toward heaven, and around it were the words: “ Under 
the Everlasting Covenant, God must and will be glorified.” Three of the 
Pioneers were seated on the front platform, together with representatives of . 


various church quorums and organizations. The body of the hall was filled 


with children belonging to the Sunday schools of the several Wards in the 
city, while the remaining portion and the galleries were occupied by adults. 
Addresses were delivered by Bishop O. F. Whitney and Elder B. H. Roberts; 
R R. Irvine read a piece written by Eliza R. Snow Smith, entitled Past and 
Present; twenty-one boys and twenty-one girls repeated a prayer in unison;
